The feature of the caucus was the speech by 
Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, who advo- 
cated the changing of the rulesand the pas- 
page of the force measure. When asked how 
dy ate could be stopped on the motion to 
cuangs the rules, he said that under the rules 
of the senate now, the presiding ofticer had the 
right todeclare when a motion was dilatory, 
and when debate was dilatory, and when he 
so decided, if sustained by the majority of the 
genate, his decision should be fin&l and he 
could then order the clerk to call the roll. 
While no vote was taken on the advisability 
of this course, all present seemed _ to 
acquiesce in it. Ingalls then stated 
that if he was presiding he would 
not like to take the responsibility of such a 
«course, anless instructed to do so by the 
caucus. While many were in favorof in- 
structing him then, it was decided to wait the 
next caucus as the instructions were Certain to 
get out and the democrats would commence at 
once filibustering on everything that comes 
up. Therefore, while the plan of passing the 
force bill was practically decided upon, it has 
not yet been done officially, and the plans of 
the republican leaders are open to changes at 
any time. While there are stilla number of 
republican senators who are opposed to any 
élection legislation whatever, and whi’'e they 
are holding back with all their strength at- 
tempting to pull loose from Reed’s grasp, it is 
quite certain that they will be forced into line, 
and the bill will be passed at this session. 

WHEN THE RULES WILL BE CHANGED. 

In order to prevent the democrats from 
making the fight on the tariff bill, and using 
that as a tool to kill the force bill, it is proba- 
ble that the rules will first be changed to ap- 
ply to the tariff bill, and when that is gotten 
out of the way through the instrumentality of 
the gag rules, the same gag rules will be ap- 
plied to the force bill, and that will be rushed 
through ina remarkabiy short time for the 
senate. 

There are many of both parties who do not 
believe the bill can ever get through the sen- 
ate, still the best informed men here expressed 
themselves as quite certain that the bill will 
pass. 

REED IS CONFIDENT. 

Reed is today more confident than he has 
been since the measure has been in the senate, 
and Senator Spooner, who will have charge of 
it, says it is as certain to pass the senate as are 
the appropriation bills. Indeed, Ingalls, 
Hoar, Sherman and all the advocates of the 
bill seem to be perfectly satisfied with the 
Situation, and Hoar and Spooner are already 
at work on a bill to be put forward as a substi- 

tute for the Lodge bill, which passed the 
house. The next caucus to be held, probably 
the latter part of this week, will mature all 
the plans. However, should the democrats 
attempt to prevent a vote on any measure 
before the caucus is called, it is not improbab!e 
that Ingalls will take the bit in his teeth on 
the Reed order, and apply the gag rules sug- 
gested by Hoar. 

NO MORE PUBLIC BUIDINGS. ° 

Speaker Reed today announced that no more 
public building bills should pass the house at 
thissession. He said the matter of public build- 
ing extravagance had gone far enough, and he 
intended that it shonld stop. Reed’s decision 
is probably due to the fact that nearly all the 
pending bills for northern towns and cities 
have passed, while those for the south are now 
pending, While northern towns of 1,500 and 
2,000 inhabitants have buildings costing from 
$50,000 to $100,000, many southern cities of ten 
times that size have as yet been unable to get 
buildings of any kind. However, Reed has now 

put his foot down on it, and there will be no 
more buildirgs at this session. Americus and 
Rome are the two Georgia towns, who:e bil’s 
have already been reported, that will be 
knocked out.

Mr. Cannon said that he had the right to 
discuss the proposed legislation. 

Mr, Houk—You have no right to make per- 
sonal reflections. 

Mr. Cannon—There is one thing I have no 
right to do, and that is, make a common nuis- 
ance of myself. ; 

Mr. Houk-—Then you have done what you 
had no right to do, because you have demon- 
strated that you are a nuisance. 

The committee then rose, the bill was passed 
and the house, at 5:10, adjourned.

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THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


The Senate Spends Another Day Dicussing 
It. 

Wasninaton, July 15.—The senate re- 
sumed considerafion of the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill, at page fifty, the first item being 
one of $200,000 for surveying public lands, the 
committee on appropriations recommending 
an increase of that amount to $600,000. 

Mr. Gorman explained the amendment, 
stating that the object of it was to throw open 
to settlement, lands intended (by the act of 
October, 1888,) to be reserved for irrigation. 

Discussion of the amendment lasted until 6 
o’clock, when, without disposing of it, the 
senate adjourned. A large part of the debate 
was upon the management of the geological 
survey. 


THE TARIFF REFORM CLUBS. 


The Meeting in Baltimore—A Letter from 
Ex-President Cleveland. 


BALTIMORE, July 15.—Eight counties of 
Maryland have each organized a tariff reform 
club. These clubs met in conference today 
in the rooms of the Maryland Tariff Reform 
club in this city, James Alfred Pearce, son of 
ex—United States Senator Pearce, presided- 
There were also present at the conference, by 
invitation, ‘‘democratic friends of tariff reform 
from those counties of the state in which local 
clubs have not as yet been organized.”’ After 
an interchange of views concerning the work 
already done, and upon the necessity of estab- 
lishing a tariff reform club in every county in 
the state, a letter was read from ex-President 
Cleveland. In his letter Mr. Cleveland says: 

In common with all who are interested in the 
movement, Iam exceedingly gratified with the 
evidences constantly ner of activity and or- 
ganization in the aid of tariff reform within your 
state,and I hope that the proposed convention 
will be full of encouwiaz: ment to the friends of the 
eae.

In the evening a public meeting was 
held, and it was fairly attended considering 
the season.

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SIXTY DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 


Death of John Roth, the Man Who Beat 
Tanner’s Record. 

GALENA, Ill., July 15.—John Roth, who 
outdid Tanner in his celebrated fast, died 
yesterday at the county asylum, having passed 
his sixtieth day of total abstinance from food 
of any kind or nourishment, except a small 
quinti'y of water, which was forced into his 
stomachne h nicaly every five hours. Forsuch 
an absolute fast, ius record is no doubt the 
longest ever made. Recently Roth worked at 
Scale’s Mound, near this city, until attacked 
by progressive paralysis, two months ago, 
which incapac tated him for work and soon 
made it impossible for him toeat. Aftera 
week of fasting, he was brought to the county 
asylum on the 23d of May, and there lingered 
for fifty-three days without food. 
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Work on the Coosa Stopped. 

MonTGomeErRy, Ala., July 15.—[{Special.!]— 
The last appropriation for work on the Coosa 
river has been exhausted, and Captain Pryor 
ordered all work on the locks to close down to- 
day. During the past year the government 
has had in its employ on the works on the 
Coosa an average of fifty hands, besides engi- 
neers and supervisors of construction. The 
work on the Coosa will be closed down until 
the appropriation bill, now before congress, is 
passed and the amount appropriated for the 
Coosa becomes available, which, it is thought, 
will be within sixty days. 

Iron Workers’ Strike. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 15.—Five hundred 
iron workers at New Jersey Steel and Iron 
company’s works here, refused to go to work 
this morning. This mill is principally owned 
by Abraham S. Hewitt, of New York, who is 
traveling in Europe for his health. The strike 
is the result of a refusal.to sign the scale of 
Amalgamated societies of iron and steel work- 
ers, which has been quietly organizing work- 
ers here for some time past, Superintendent 
Stokes says that in Hewitt’s absence no one 
has authority to sign the scale. The men met 
in Hartmann’s hall this morning, and agreed 
not to go to work until the scale was signed.

A Threatened Strike. 

ASHLAND, Ariz., July 15.—Fifteen hundred 
sawmill men employed here gave notice to 
their employers last night that, unless their 
demand for ten hours work instead of elc yen, 
and without a corresponding reduction in 
wages, was granted by July 18th, they would 
walk out and close every mill in the place. 
The mill owners will resist the demand. 


Strong Feeling Against the Jews. 

Sit. PETERSBURG, July 15.—There is strong 
irritation among the anti-Semites here owing 
to the fact that some of the prisoners convicted 
in Paris of being implicated in the nihilist 
plot are Jews. Stringent measures against 
the Jews are being prepared by the authori- 
ties. These inclade the suppression of the 
newspaper Novosti, whose editor has been 
warned that he must settle his affairs and 
leave the country by 1892. 


The Number of Pensions. 


WasHiInaToN, July 15.—A letter from Pen- 
sion Commissioner Raum, sent to the senate in 
response to the resolution of inquiry, shows 
that the total number of pensioners at all 
agencies was 552,479 on May 30th last. 


Arrest of s Preacher. 
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EXPLOSION OF SIXTEEN TONS @ 
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SIX MEN BLOWN INTO ETERNITY, 


And Thirty or Forty Others Injured +Cause 
of the Explosion—The Search for 
tee Missing Men. 
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CincINNATI, July 15.—A terrible explosic 
occurred late this afternoon at King’s powd 
milis, on the Little Miami railroad, twen 


nine miles east of this city. Six persons were | 


killed and a dozen or more seriously injured. 
Two empty freight cars were being rolled on % 
a sidetrack, where acar containing 500 kegs 
of gunpowder was standing, and as the cats 
struck there was a terrific explosion, and itm- 


mediately afterwards another car containing 


800 kegs of gunpowder exploded, making 1,300 
kegs altogether. 3 

William Fanly, a brakeman in service @f 
the Little Mami, was standing on one of rt 
empty cars when the explosion occurred. 
body must have been blown to atoms, for 
trace of it has yet been found. Five other 
persons, supposed to be employes of the 
powder company, were killed. 

HOUSES SHATTERED. 


The King Powder company, and Fester’s 
Cartridge company have works on both sides 
of the river along the railroad. The explosion 
occurred on the south side and the destruction 
was enormous. There are a number of 
cottages occupied by workmen if 
the powder factory and situated 
close to the track. These were 
shattered by the explosion and their inmates 
injured. Twelve or fifteen girls at work ih 
the cartridge factory were crippled by the ex- 
plosion. The railway station, or freight housé, 
belonging tothe Little Miami railroad, to 
gether with all adjacent buildings, were set on 
fire and totally consumed. 

The havoc wrought by the explosion of the 
The track 
and ties of the railroad are fairly torn out of 
the ground and a great hole plowed in the 
earth. Peters’s cartridge factory was burned 
tothe ground. Nothing but a mass of smold- 
ering ruins remain to mark the spot where the 
building stood. 

As soon as the news reached this city, about 
5 o’clock, a relief train was dispatched to the 
scene of the disaster with Superintendant 
Peters and a large party of surgeons on board 
and relief was afforded the sufferers as soon as 
possible. 

SEARCHING FOR THE MISSING. 

The work of searching for the missing and 
caring for the wounded is now progressing. 
As most of the girls who were injured live at 
Morrow and South Lebanon, it is most prob- 
able that they will be taken to their homes in 
those places. Itis hardly possible that any 
train will return from King’s mills earlier than 
10 o'clock, and further particulars will be ob- 
tained then. 

The Peters cartridge factory was a large 
building, and fully supplied with a great 
amount of costly machinery, both for the man- 
ufacture of shells and loading of shotgun am- 
munition, and a large force of employes was at 
work at the time of the explosion. 

The news from King’s mills at 9 o'clock to- 
night is that ten dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins and thirty are known to he 
wounded. Definite news is more likely to swell 
the list of casualties than to diminish it. 

THE DEAD LIST SWELLING. 


“ The messenger of the Southern Express 
company on the local train of the Panhandle 
road arrived from the scene of the explosion at 
a quarter before 1 o’clock this morning.

bright as day all around. Everything 
combustible was burning and _ the people 
everywhere for a great distance around were 
fighting fire. He says the Peters’s cartridge 
factory was a large three story brick building 
and that it was still burning. He says the 
roadmaster of the Little Miam? road got on at 
that station where he had _ been (for 
several hours. The roadmaster’s information 
was that there were three families living in 
little cottages near the place of the explosion, 
and that six hours diligentsearch had failed to 
find any trace of them. He said furthermore 
that all was confusion there, and that such a, 
thing as ascertaining names was next to an 
impossibility. 

Anincident related by him was that eight 
or ten girls in the coffin factory saved them- 
selves from the flames by catching hold of a 
rope that happened to hang from the house to 
the ground, and sliding down. His story is 
that mcre than ten were killed. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

CINCINNATI, July 15.—The Panhandle 
train, due here at 6:30 this evening. arrived at 
11:45, a delay of five and a quarter hours, be- 
ing caused by the accident at King’s station. 
Passengers on the train say that the wrecked 
district presents a scene of desolation, and give 
the further information that in a dwelling 
shattered by the explosion an unknown woman 
had her back broken by the shock, and an 
infant child was killed. The reports of ten 
killed and thirty or forty wounded are also 
confirmed. 
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SEVEN STORIES ABLAZE. 


Burning of a Large Warehouse in Minne- 
apolis: 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 15.—The large 
seven story warehouse of the Security Ware- 
house company, on First street and Fourth av- 
enue, north, owned by Wood &.Morse, was 
burned this afternoon, entailing a loss of 
nearly a million dollers. The firecaught upon 
the second floor of the building, and is sup- 
posed to have been caused by spontaneous 
combustion. It soon spread to the u ow 
floors, which were filled with agrieulbanet m- 
plements, while on the fourth floor were 500 
tons of binding twine, which added fuel to the 
flames. 

As soon as possible the firemen got to work, 
but were hampered by the intense heat. It 
was impossible for one to approach within five 
hundred feet of .the burning building unless 
his face was protected. Two men—Morse, one 
of the proprietors, and the engineer—were 
rescued by means of ladders from the fourth 
floor. They were almost blinded and suffo- 
cated by the dense smoke which overhung 
everything, making it impossible to dis- 
tinguish anything at the distance of ten feet. 

On the south side was the large storehouse 
of the John Deere company, which was saved 
by the heroic work of the firemen. Just at 
the rear stood the Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Omaha railroad round “house, 
which six engines stood in stalls. They were 
quickly removed, as it was feared that the 
house would be crushed by the walls, but hap- 
pily this was not the case. 

Upon the north stood a three story a 
owned by Matt Kees, and oceupied as a dwell- 
ing house by a number of Irish families. This 
was crushed fiat, as was a one story 
building, used as age) 5s room, in which 
was stored a — ° inery. 

The burned warehouse was erected in Apr#i 
of this year,and was used as as and 
transfer warehouse, and was one of the 
establishments of its kind in Minneapolis. It 
cost about $50,000 and was insured for $35,000 
Its proprietors say they will rebuild at once.

A CLOUDBURST. 
Wilkeabarre’s Streets Converted 
Rivers—Ralilroads Badly Washed. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 15.—A terrible 
thunder cloud burstover Wyoming valley late 
this afternoon, andin a few minutes every 
inch of low land for miles around was covered 
with water Therain came down in sheets, 
when the crash of thunder and vivid, blinding 
flashes of lightning struck terror to the hearts 
ofthe timid. The streetsin the lower por- 
tions of this city were flooded to the depth of 
six inches, every cellar on Canal street 
being flooded, and thousands of dollars 
worth of goods damaged. A washout on the 
Pennsylvania raitroad delayed passenger trains, 
while the New Jersey Central railroad trains 
were compelled to come into the city on the 
Lehigh Valley tracks. The Jersey Central 
crossing, at Market street, was completely 
submerged, water surrounding the station. 
The full extent of damage cannot yet be as- 
certained, but it will foot up several thousand 
doliars.

THE TENNESSEE CONVENTION, 


The Buchanan Men Secure the Organiza- 
tion. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 15.—[{Special.]— 
The democratic state convention, which as- 
sembied here today, is the iargest ever held in 
the state. Over seventeen hundred delegates 
are in attendance. The convention was called 
to order at noon by Chairman Williams, of the 
state executive committee, who nominated N. 
W. Baptist, for temporary chairman, and J. 
D. McLin, for temporary secretary. These 
selections were made by the state committee, 
Mr. Baptist being a member of the coim- 
mittee and Mr. MeLin its secretary. The 
committees on credentials, permanent organiza- 
tion and platform were then appointed, and 
the convention adjourned for dinner. 

‘At the afternoon session it was announced 
that the committees on credentials and plat- 
form would not be ready to report for several 
hours, notwithstanding the fact the committee 
on credential had not reported as to who were 
accredited delegates. The convention then went 
ahead and heard the report on permanent or- 
eaeeenge™ which was as follows: For per- 
manen chairman, Congressman James 
D. Richardson, of Rutherford county; 
permanent secretary, Eth. B. Wade, 
of Rutherford; assistant secretaries, G. W. 
Ochs, of Hamilton ; Henry J. Lynn, of Shelby; 
Charles E. Curry, of Davidson, and G. A. 
Holland, of Hamilton. The report was adopted 
without opposition. Chairman Richardson 
and Secretary Wade are both Buchanan men, 
and they were selected by Mr. Buchanan, the 
farmers’ candidate, who will have about one- 
half the convention on the first ballot. The 
other candidates look for a break in Buchan- 
an’s ranks, and can hope for nothing until 
that occurs. They did not oppose his organ- 
izing because each feared to offend any of his 
delegates by taking the lead. The convention 
then adjourned until 8 o’clock tonight.

THREE HUNDRED BLACKS ARMED 
WITH WINCHESTERS 


THREATEN TO CLEAN UP THE WHITES 


In Revenge for the Recent Truouble— Militia 
on the Way to the Scene--A Riot 
in Louisiana. 


BAMBERG, July 15.—[Special.]—News from 
Kearse, a township in Barnwell county, where 
the race trouble occurred some months ago, is 
to the effect that there is more trouble between 
the races. A man justin from Kearse states 
that over 300 negroes, armed with new Win- 
chester rifles, had gathered, and that serious 
trouble was anticipated. One negro had been 
killed, and several of both races were injured. 
At9 p. m.a white militia company left this 
place for the scene of the trouble, and the 
whites will be reinforced by those from the 
surrounding counties. No cause is assigned 
for the trouble beyond the bad blood between 
the races, caused by the riot some time ago. 


A RIOT IN LOUISIANA. 


Fight Between a Crowd of Negroes anda 
Posse—Five Negroes Killed. 

New ORLEANS, July 15.—A Union Demo- 
crat’s Merrouge, La., special says: Sunday 
night twenty-five laborers from the planta- 
tion of A. Heffron, near Oak Ridge, Moore- 
house parish, whose passage he had paid from 
North Carolina, quit their homes and com- 
menced, under cover of night, tomake their 
way into Chicot county, Ark. They were 
pursued by a posse of friends of Heffron and 
this morning were found lying in 
ambush in a dense thicket. When 
notified by the posse that they 
were surrounded by a party of men who would 
do them no harm, and only asked their return 
to their homes, they expressed a willingness 
to return, but when the posse went forward to 
meet them, the negroes, led by one bold 
trouble-maker, opened fire on the posse, and 
for one minute, didsome wild shoting. The 
posse returned the fire and the result was that 
five negroes were killed. 

Running away from the men who have 
broughtlabor from North Carolina, the past 
season, their only object being to beat plan- 
ters out of their passage to Louisiana, has be- 
come too common.during the past two months.° 


A BRUTAL ASSASSINATION.! 


A Promising Young Man the Victim ofa 
Rough. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., July 15.—[Special.] 
Near Lexington, yesterday, the county seat of 
Davidson county, was the scene of one of the 
most cold blooded murders that has occurred 
in the annals of the state. {Thomas Sharp, one 
ofthe most promising young men of that 
neighborhood, was the victim. Several days 
agoaparty of young men went bathing in 
Yadkin river, not far from where young Sharp 
lived, and before the crowd had gotten in the 
river, ‘young Sharp commenced throwing mud 
with Robert Smith, in a playful manner, but 
finally they got mad and had a fight, in which 
young Sharp got the best ofit. Nothing more 
wes thought of the occurrence until yesterday. 
Sharp was at the house of a man by the name 
of Dedmond, where Robert Smith was then 
staying. Sharp was sitting on the porch when 
Smith came up, and with very abusive lan- 
gnage, Smith brought up the fight 
that had taken place at the river. 
Sharp begged him tolet him alone, that he had 
done all that he wanted todo with him, and 
wanted the matter to be hushed ; that he(Sharp) 
had nothing against Smith, and did not want 
to have a difliculty. Smith passed Sharp, 
went to his room, got his pistol, and returning 
where Sharp was seated, dealt him a blow 
across the head, knocking him out of the chair, 
and while Sharp was yet down, Smith deliber- 
ately shot the young man through the stom- 
ach, causing immediate death.

THE ASSASSINS CONFESS 


That by Their Hands Ben Ross Was Ke- 
moved. 

GREENVILLE, 8. C., July 15.—[Special.]-— 
Ben Ross, a member of a notorious party of 
moonshiners in the Blue Ridge mountains, 
near this place, was foully assassinated while 
sitting in his house one night in February, 
1889. 

Since then no clue could be had as to who 
was the murderer until a few daysago. Will- 
iam L. Howard, who is better known as “‘Lit- 
tle Bill’? Howard, confessed that he and his 
cousin, known as “Big Bill’’ Howard, shot 
him. Their reason for doing so was because 
Ross had turned informer, and had reported 
them and their friends to the revenue officers. 
This is considered an unpardonable offense, 
and any one who is suspected of being an in- 
former had better leave that section at once, 
or their lives will be forieited. 


A Colored Duel Near Birmingham. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 15.—[Special.]—A 
telephone message from Gate City, a suburb 
six miles out, says a fatal duel was fought near 
there at 9 o’clock tonight, by two negroes. 
George Perry and another negro, whose name 
was not learned, hada quarre! about a woman. 
They agreed to settle it by going out with a 
mutual friend, marking ten paces and shooting 
in the dark until one or the other fell. The 
distance was marked, and at the word fire 
given by the mutual friend, the duel com- 
menced. Four shots were fired by each, when 
Perry fell dead with a bullet through his 
body. The other principal in the affair, and 
the mutual friend escaped.

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MRS. GOULD SPEAKS AGAIN, 


And Tells of Her Husband's Brutality 
Toward Her. 

Murruy, N.C., July 15.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Lillian M. Gould’s deplorable situation has 
enlisted the sympathy of many ladies in her 
behalf. The fact that she was a persecuted 
wife, the victim of haughty relatives as well 
as of a cowardly husband, made plain by her 
recent statement, has won her friends. 

Today she shed more light upon the causes 
leading to the tragedy, in a written statement 
given to your correspondent, in which she 
says: 

“I thought I would write¢o you yesterday, 
then, with my unsual indecision, didn’t. In 
an instant, on awaking, I was going through 
the last sad scenes at the little house. 

‘The very first week we were here, in a fit 
of ungovernable rage, my husband threatened 
to leave me destitute here when his money 
came. I repeat, I have just awoke. The 
house here is wrapped in sleep, and I want te 
write down my waking thoughts. Some- 
times they are of the deepest sorrow; 
at others they are of the strongest 
indignation. Why did my husband begin to 
ill use me directly we were alone in the little 
house? I didn’t ask him to come back to me 
from England. All my letters sent to him 
— Tellico Plains were of the admonitory 

ind. 

‘The chief witness to his ill usage to ne was 
Harriett Barnes, a colored woman, the only 
person who was with me, when she could be, 
all the time. 

“Once my husband told me he could marry 
& woman with money in the old country next 
week, and he wished to God he hadn’t been 
‘such a d——d b——d idiot as to return to thig 
filthy, damnable hole,’ etc. 

‘‘When he talked in this way it was difficult 
forme to refrain from expressing myself in 
derision and contempt. I would, however, 
always try to keep him quiet by going down to 
the kitchen or out ofthe room. Sometimes he 
would follow mo, and, watching what I was 
doing, would say: 

“Lily, do be a good little child; do be 
reasonable, my darling.’ ”’ 

I would look at him calmly and say: 

“Charlie, do you know what you are saying, 
and how you are treating me now? I cannot 
come back to your bed. I will not listen te 
you after such brutal words. 

‘**Then go to h--ll and be d—d to you.’ 

‘And muttering fearful threats he would 
keep quiet awhile. 2 

“Harriett, on the Sunday before the last 
sad =s« day, persuaded me to give 
her a note, complaining about him. She said: 

‘**He will kill you, ma’am, if you don’t; 
and I have every morning expected to find 
you dead.’ 

“I said: ‘Oh, Harriet, he is my husband, 
and I shouldn’t like to sayanything tohis 
hurt.’ 

“At length, very reluctantly, I gave her a 
note, but did not know whom to send 
it to. But nothing came of the 
note. I am, since my stay here, so continually 
made to speak, and then by those very persons 
told not to talk, that Iam ata lossto know 
what todo. If Iam rearrested I cannot alter 
the truth, to which I have clung all my life. 
I am alone in the world with strangers. They 
have been very goodjto me." 


THE YACAT CAPSIZED 


And Three Men Were Drowned—The Fourth 
Picked Up Exhausted. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 15.—On Saturday 
last asmall yacht, the Marion, belonging te 
the Bay View Yacht club, of South boston, 
left for Boston in charge of Captain Vernon 
Locke. with E. C. W. Kimball, A. F. Gold- 
smith and Benjamin Cobb of Boston, for a two 
weeks’ trip along the coast. About 9 o’clock 
on Monday night the yacht struck a sunken 
ledge off Rye beach. The captain ordered all 
hands into the tender,a mere cockle shell, 
which capsized, throwing the men into the 
sea. 

The four men managed to get astride the 
keel of the tender, where they waited three 
hours, the sea continually breaking 
over them, when Kimball wu 
washed off and drowned. Captain Locke and 
Cobb tried to work the boat toward the shore, 
but to no avail, and as the captain was trying 
to climb on to the bottom of the boat again he 
was washed away. Goldsmith and Cobb 
tloated fos some distance, when a huge wave 
washed them both off. Cobb succeeded in 
reaching the boat, but Goldsmith was not 
seen again. This morning, about 30’clock, @ 
fisherman picked up Cobb in an exhausted 
condition and brought him here. Captain 
Locke leaves a wife and several children in 
South Boston. The others were unmarried.

UNLESS HE CHANGES FRONT ON THE 
: SUBTREASURY. : 
He Has Written No Letter tothe Wilkinson 
Alliance, But to a Private Person, Asa 
\ Feeler—Looking for. Timber, 


Gorpon” Ga., July 15.—[Special.]—Tue 
ConsTITUTION gives the news. 

I have visitd the stronghold of the Wilkin- 
gon county alliance, and have sized up the sit- 
uation: — 

A telegram from ‘you telling me to go to 
Irwinton at once and secure Colonel Blount’s 
Jetter, said to have been ‘written to the Wil- 
kinson county alliance, was received at 11 
o'clock tonight. 

This allowed only ten minutes in which to 
make preparations and catch the train fur Mc- 
Intyre, but Tuk CONSTITUTION must have the 
news and when the train pulled out your rep- 
resentative was aboard. 

At 12:30 a. m.I was in MeIntyre’s store, 
and a quick drive of thirty minutes put me in 
Irwinton. Thé old town was wrapped in 
slumber when old Zach Taylor and myself 
pulled upin front of the home of a prominant 
allianceman. Alighting, I went tothe door 
and learned.the name of the secretary, Joe 
Lingo, who, it was stated, hadin his posses- 
sion the letter written by Colonel Blount to 
the alliance. 

Iwas almost dumbfounded to learn that 
the secretary’s home was just three miles 
further on, but Tue ConstTITUuTION wanted 
Blount’s letter, and must Lave it. The trip to 
Mr. Lingo’s home was made as fast as two 
fleet footed horses could carry us, and it was 
just 1:15a.m.$ when I knocked at his door 
and was admitted. 

BLOUNT HASN’T WRITTEN. 

The first and among the most important 
things found out was that for several weeks 
the people of Georgia have been laboring un- 
der a wrong impression as to the actions of 
Colonel Blount. When I made known my 
‘business to the alliance’s secretary he promptly 
informed me that no sach letter had ever 
been reccived by the Wilkinson county al- 
liance from Colonel Blount and said it 

- had been a matter of wonder 
with himand his brother alliancemen how 
such a report could have been circulated. He 
proved tome beyond a doubt that such was 
the case. This, then, settled the matter, and 
teday’s Constitution will Inform the dif- 
ferent newspapers which have been heralding 
Colonel Blount’s views, as expressed in this 
letter, that they have been dealing in wind. 

TO DEFEAT BLOUNT. 

I was satisfied from numerous statements 
made by the secretary that the state of affairs in 
-Wilkinson county, however, was worth look- 
ing into. The secretary being an oflicor of the 
organization, was somewhat reticent, and to 
secure my information I was obliged to call on 
another prominent allianceman, who lived not 
a great distance away. The minutes were 
fiying fast and I went in hot haste to the scene 
of my nextinterview. Herel learned all I 
wanted. 

In the first place, I learned, beyond a doubt, 
that there was strong opposition being mani- 
fested against Colonel) Blount, and as this gen- 
tleman stated, he will hardly be endorsed by 
the alliance. It is a fact that a few weeks ago 
a letter was addressed to Colonel Blount bya 
committee appointed by the county alliance, 
asking his views on the subtreasury bill, and 
other alliance schemes. 

lt is this letter that THr CONSTITUTION 
is able this morning to state has 
remained unanswered. The gentlemen who 
fre mec itis letter are: Messrs. H. A. Hall, J.

BLOUNT’S VIEWS UNDERSTOOD. 

The alliancemen of the district. I was in- 
formed, understood Colonel Blount’s views, 
and = they are said to be} bitterly 
against the subtreasury. Just how these views 
were made public, and how the report that he 
had written to the alliance of this county be- 
came public, was learned by your reporter. It 
seems that it was through aprivate letter to a 
non-allianceman of this county, and nota 
public letter to the county alliance, as has 
been stated. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

This letter was mailed to him on or about 
July 7th. He has not yet answered this let- 
ter, but instead, wrote to a friend. This 
friend was Mr. M.G. Smith, a well known 
farmer and a non-allianceman. In this letter, 
it is said, Colonel Blount denounced the sub- 
treasury bill and stated that he ‘was and al- 
ways would be opposed to it, and so would any 
other sensible man.’’ He further stated that 
it was ‘‘class legislation, and he ceuld not en- 
dorse it in any way.’’ Colonel Blount, 
after giving his views thus, it is said asked his 
friend to feel the pulse. of the 
alliance of the county and ascertain just what 
effect such a statement from him would 
have. This friend, it seems, imparted Colonel 
Blount’s views ina confidential way to two 
or three other friends, and in this way they 
have become pretty generally known through- 
out the county. 

It might be added that it was this, together 
with the statement from Washington, that he 
oppoced the subtreasury bill that caused his 
views to be known. 

WAITING ON BLOUNT. 

The alliancemen say they are still waiting 
on an answer from Colonel Blount, and state 
that if he will withdraw his objections 
he will receive the endorsement 
of the alliance, otherwise he will be opposed 
and defeated. 

They expressed themselves as, admirers of 
the gentleman, but they will allow the sub- 
treasury to break any tie. They seem to have 
little hope of securing a favorable answer from 
Mr. Blount, and they appear to be now casting 
about for a suitabie candidate. 

MUST ra THE SUBTREASURY. 

Tho statement of some of the alliancemen 
that Colonel] Blount would be opposed and 
defeated is moditied, to some extent, by the 
statement of others that he may be accepted if 
he accepts the subtreasury bill. They say it is 
the sense of the alliance of Wilkinson county, 
ofthe sixth congressional district and of Goor- 
gia that the subtrersury bill must be carried 
through by all meaus.

PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


We honor the memory of those grand men 
who proclaimed liberty throughout the land 
on the 4th of July, 1776. It was a bold ven- 
ture, for as yet France had not become in any 
effective sense our political ally, and without 
her military co-operation defeat was inevitable. 
Less than three millions of scattered colonists 
on the Atlantic slope were no match for a 
monarchy that had humbled Louis XIV and 
stripped Spain of some of her richest colonies 
ih the new world. But the Hancocks, Jeffer- 
‘ons, Carrolls and Franklins were cast in an 
heroic mould. They had the same grit as 
the English archers that won at Cressy 
and Agincourt, and who afterwards routed the 
flower of the Spanish infantry in a dozen 
pitched battles. 

But what would these worthies of ’76 say of 
the congressional majority that a few days ago 
foisted the Lodge bill on the-south? Isita 
time, we might ask, for bonfires and bell ring- 
ings, when the principles of political and per- 
sonal liberty are assailed after this traitorous 
fashion? We cherish the hope that, sooner or 
later, there will come a reaction that will hurl 
these party tricksters from the high places 
they now hold. Inthe roll of the years, the 
Tight will come uppermost. 

Not iong since, a friend remarked of some 
public: speaker that he ‘‘fiddled too much on 
the bass string.’”” As we understood him, the 
party criticised affected profundity of thought. 
Barring the affectation, this was not an unwise 
thing to do. Not a few who harangue the 
people from the pulpit and the platform play 
the mountebank in a way that makes the 
judicious grieve, however much it may divert 
the groundlings. 

Without intending to disparage any present 
aspirant for congressional honors, we venture 
to say that it is unwise to change our 
representatives at this particular juncture. At 
least one term of service of the average mem- 
ber is needed to secure recognition either on 
the floor or in the committee room. 

The south would be placed at a serious dis- 
advantage to have a set of novices in this per- 
ilous national crisis. We must have men of 
Some parliamentary training, who have im- 
pressed alike the congress and the country. 
It will bardly be questioned that many weighty 
‘considerations require the return of such meu 
as Crisp and Blount. Their defeat would be a 
Calamity. Ina lesser degree the same holds 
in regard to Stewart, Barnes and others who 
have shown themselves both capable and 
honest. 


This writer was once addressed by the editor 
4n chief of a religious journal of continental 
fame, in this wise: ‘‘ Whenever the mood is on 
you send us an article, and we promise you 
both print and pay.’’ What became of this 
Correspondence need not be stated. The ed- 
itorial conceit that writing was other than a 
business affair is misleading. The best Eng- 
lish writers never wait for what is foolishly 
termed inspiration, but set themselves to 
their appointed task as a farmer would 
hoe his cotton, or as a vintner would prune his 
vines. Tresoyllan tells us in his life of 
Macaulay that the English statesman 
Wrote ten pages of his history of England 
every morning after a modest luftcheon sup- 
plemented by a single cup of tea. Anthony 
Lrollope wrote his best novels as he would 
have prepared an official report for the post- 
Office department. 

In the same matter-of-fact way, Sir Walter 
Scott invented and popularized the historical 
novel. The great works of genius, such as 
Newton’s “Principia” and Poe’s “Raven,” 
Were not dependent on fitful inspiration, but 
On earnest and continuous mental effort. In- 
dustry is, in the long run, an excellent substi- 
tute for genius. Just asin the familiar fable 
the plodding tortoise outstripped the hare with 
his occasional spurts of endeavor, so the suc- 
cessful writer, whether of prose or verse, must 
be instant in season and out of season. 

Strike while the iron is hot is a good motto, 
dnt a better method is to strike until the iron 
Kets hot, and continue striking until itis asia 
With a heat that would be no discredit to the 
Hebrew tophet. Not otherwise can hoe hope 
40 win wide or permanent distinction.

ringing appeal: ‘Now, if you like the secur- 
ity, down with your dust.” At an earlier date 
Sir Thomas Browne, one of England’s best 
writers, we believe in his Religio Medici, re- 
marked “that this proverb of Solomon had in 
it more rhetoric than a library of sermons,”’ 
It is quite certain, at least, that it embodies 
the essence of that charity St. Paul .has do- 
scribed so beautifully in his first epistle to the 
Corinthians—of which he is said that it will 
abide when the gift of prophecy has ceased 
and when knowledge itself shall have van- 
ished away. 


The Church Review for April devotes large 
space to the sayings and doings of the Lam- 
berth conference touching church reunion on 
the basis of the historic episcopate. Not less 
than thirty clergymen—Presbyterians, Bap- 
tists, Lutherans, etc., have written at greater 
or lesser length on the proposed reunion. This 
symposium, we imagine, will not be gratifying 
to those who favor the scheme. Outside of the 
Episcopal communion there is no hearty re- 
sponse to the movement. 

Denominationalism or, if we prefer it, secta- 
rianism, is the legitimate outgrowth of Pro- 
The right of private 
judgment in diversity of religion of necessity 
involve diversity of doctrine and discipline. 
Nor are these differences an unmitigated evil, 
rather they are a blessing, when they do not 
violate that unity of the spirit, which is the 
bond of peace. 

Bossuet, the great French divine, sharply 
criticised the diversities of Protestantism, but 
even these are more tolerable than a 
world-wide ecclesiastican such as Hildebrand 
planned and projected in his ambitious moods. 
Whether pleasant to think of or otherwise, all 
history demonstrates the fact that theological 
differences are the hardest to reconcile. The 
Greek and Roman churches divided, and for 
more than a dozen centuries have continued to 
wrangle about the ‘‘filioque’’ in the creed as 
the procession of the Holy Ghost. 
The Scotch Presbyterians split on a 
trifling question of psalmsody, and 
there is no_ prospect, immediate or 
remote, of their reunion. The old dispute, as 
to whether there is one or three orders in the 
ministry, is not likely to be adjusted short of 
the millenial dawn. Let the eleventh com- 
mandment, ‘‘Little children, love one an- 
other,’’ be faithfully observed, and no serious 
hurt or hinderance can befall true religion be- 
cause of differences which are mainly verbal, 
and practically of no real consequence. 


Anthony Trollope, in his discussion of 
Thackeray’s style and manner of work makes 
this severe but truthful observation on the in- 
tellectual trend of the author of the Book of 
Snobs. He allowed, says Trollope,his intellect 
to be ‘‘too thoroughly saturated with the aspect 
of the ill side of things.’”’” And yet we must 
not conclude that he was either a Timon of 
Athens or a Diogenes, for he was, in no just 
sense, @ misanthrope ora cynic. The misfor- 
tunes that shadowed his early literary career 
may have caused him to dwell tod much on 
the night side of human nature, but at the 
same time it must be confessed that in the 
ballad that follows thereis an undertone of 
sadness and sorrow that savors of both.

“THE RETAIL GROCERS. 


THEY ARE PREPARING FOR THE 


STATE CONVENTION. 


A Meeting of the Local Grocers Yesterday— 
Several Committees and the Work 
They Have in Hand. 


The meeting of the Retail Grocers’ associ- 
ation was called to order by President 
Mitchel] yesterday afternoon, at 4 o’clock. 

A large number of the members were pres- 
ent, and a number of important matters rela- 
tive to the convention of retail merchants, as 
well as other things, were discussed at length. 

The committee appointed reported that it 
had made special arrangements with the rail- 
roads and hotels, by which the delegates to 
the conventlon to be held here on July 24 
would be accommodated at greatly reduced 
rates. 

The principal matter under consideration was 
a bill, which will be drawn up before the con- 
vention, looking to the protection of the retail 
merchants, from a certain class of citizens 
who, they claim, obtain merchandise for which 
they never expect to pay. The bill proposes 
to make weekly, monthly and daily wages 
liable to garnishment when they exceed the 
sum of $25 a month. Some of the grocers 
favored a garnishment of all wages, but it was 
ruled that part, say $1 per day, be exempt 
from garnishment. Al] this, of course, is sub- 
ject tothe ruling of the convention, which 


will perfect the bill which the grocers desireg 


to have passed. 

The state convention of retail merchants 
meets on July 24, 1890, in the chamber of com- 
merce at 10a.m. Delegates from all parts of 
the state will be present, and matters of im- 
portance looking to their protection are to be 
considered. . 

On motion of Mr. T.C. Mayson, a committee 
on arrangements, consisting of ten members, 
seven from the city association direct and 
three from the honorary membership, was ap- 
pointed. Thecommittee of three appointed 
to recommend members to serve on this com- 
mittee recommended the following names 
which were unanimously adopted: I. 8S. 
Mitchell, chairman; Robert Dohme, T. C. 
Mayson, G. 8S. Pryor, C.J. Kamper, J. J. 
Duffy and D. Kline from the city association, 
Fred Law, D. H. Dougherty and High & Co., 
from the honorary membership. On motion, 
one member of this committee was appointed 
at large. Mr. A.|{L. Holbrook was chosen 
unanimously, to serve on this committee. 

Two other committees were ap- 
pointed—one a reception committee, 
the other a committee on entertainment. On 
the first committee, the members of which 
were nominated and chosen by the association, 
were Messrs. Corlett, Sims, Stevens, Farlinger, 
Corrigan and Dohme. 

The committee on entertainment, which was 
appointed by the president, was composed of 
Messrs. Mayson, Kamper, Pryor, Dohme and 
Farlinger. 

The prime object of the convention seems to 
be to formulate a collection law, which they 
propose to have introduced in the form of a 
bill in the next session of the legislature. 
They claim that every otherclass of merchants 
has protection either through liens, mortgages 
endorsement or otherwise, whereas the retail 
merchant must rely solely upon the 
honesty of his customer. In many 
cases this does not prove a surety, and they 
want other protection. 

There is a good deal of enthusiasm among 
the retail grocers of Atlanta, and they seem to 
take especial interest in the approaching gath- 
ering. They have taken the matter of 
the convention well inJhand ,and intend to 
make it adecided success in every respect. 
Good men have been appointed on the com- 
mittees on reception, arrangement, and enter- 
tainment; reduced rates have been 
secured both with the railroads 
and with the hotels, and no stone has been 
left unturned to secure a big attendance, and 
to give the delegates a hearty welcome and a 


royal reception. 

The association holds one more meeting be- 
fore the convention, on next Tuesday, July 
22d. A full attendance is desired on that oc- 
casion, as itis the last before the convention.

The Internal Revenue Infamy. 

The little speech made by Dr. Felton at 
the “original package’’ meeting in Carters- 
ville last Thursday night, and reported for 
us by Rev. Sam Jones, is worth reading. 

Referring to the report that some person in 
Cartersville had visited Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of procuring a license from the internal 
revenue collector, under which to do an 
“original package’’ business in that town, 
contrary to the expressed will of the people, 
Dr. Felton grew eloquent in his attack on 
the internal revenue laws. He promulga- 
ted genuine democratic doctrine in opposing 
these infamous laws, and it is to his com- 
ments on these that we desire to call the at- 
tention of the people. 

Democratic policy may suit itself to emer- 
gencies, but democratic principles are pre- 
cisely what they were when Thomas Jeffer- 
s0n organized the party. The excise laws 
in operation today are just as much an in- 
vasion of the rights of the people .as they 
were when Jefferson denounced them, and 
when the people made an armed protest 
against them—just as infamous, and as un- 
American, and as undemocratic, and as op- 
pressive as when two democratic legislatures 
of Georgia unanimously demanded their re- 
peal and two democratic governors signed the 
demand for a repeal. 

There is someting about the tariff, how- 
ever, that seems to give the staunchest dem- 
o¢rats an appetite for these infamous laws. 
There is something in the tariff, too, that 

uses the republicans to keep these laws on 
the statute book in the face of the oppesition 
of the people. When the democrats were in 
power, the internal revenue couldn't be abol- 
ished because of the *Mills bill, and now, 
strange to say, it can’t be abolished on ac- 
count of the McKinley bill. When the dem- 
ocrats had control, the surplus was supposed 
to stand in the way, but now, by some hocus- 
pocus, the deficit that the republicans have 
created, stands in the way. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains that the 
whole system, however justifiable it may be 
asawar measure, is an invasion of the 
rights of the people in time of peace. Dr. 
Felton’s denunciation of the infamy is good 
democratic doctrine. 
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A Woman’s Malice. 

Mrs. Mackay, the wife of the great Pa 
cific coast- millionaire, is a very estimable 
Jady whose brilliant social success in the 
capitalsof Europe is as much due to her 
tact and personal attractions as it is to her 
wealth. 

But Mrs. Mackay has her troublee. From 
time to time the story makes its appearance 
that she was in early life a washerwoman in 
California. Mr. Mackay has at last lost his 
temper, and has offered a reward for the 
discovery of any persons who in future 
use the name of his wife in connection with 
any report of aslanderous or libelous nature. 

The interesting part of the business is 
that the washerwoman story was started by 
a Mrs. Charlotte Smith, formerly of St. 
Louis, who revenged herself in this way for 
some real or imaginary slight. Mrs. Smith 
determined to worry Mrs. Mackay, and she 
has succeeded. The facts* of the case did 
net hamper her in the least. She went to 
work and invented her romance bodily. 

The prominence given to this society epi- 
pode makes it of some interest to know ex- 
actly what Mrs. Mackay’s antecedents were. 
She is the daughter of Colonel D. E. Hung- 
erford, of New York, who was a surgeon in 
the regular army, and who served with dis- 
tinction in the Mexicancampaign. She was 
the daughter of a gentleman, and received 
an education suited to her station. Her 
first husband was Dr. Bryant, of Brooklyn, 
a man of standing and good family. 

‘Such is a brief history of the lady who 
from time to time to gratify. a woman’s 
malice is advertised all over Europe as a low 
washerwoman, who bya fortunate accident 
becaine the wife of a millionaire. Un- 
doubtedly Mr. Mackay is right in taking 
steps to protect his wife from further annoy- 
ance. The persons, whether men or wo- 
men, who deliberately invent and circulate 
scandalous stories about a lady whose only 
offense is her great wealth and social popu- 
larity, richly deserve convict stripes for the 

mainder of their days. The affair is one 
of the most outrageous persecutions on 
récord, and the insight it gives into the 
black depths of a woman’s cruel malice is 
th¢ most shameful feature of it. 
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The Cities Ahead. 

One hundred years ago we had only six 
cities with.a population of 8,000 *or more. 
In 1810 there were eleven; in 1820 there 
‘were twenty-six; in 1850 there: were eighty 
five; in 1870 there were 226, and in 1880 
there were 280. : 

In. 1790 one out of every thirty of our peo- 
ple lived in cities, but now one out of every 
four and a half of our population ts a 
dweller in a city. 

The census of this year will show at ieast 
$40 cities of 8,000 inhabitants’ or upward. 
The concentration of population in the cities 
is destined to continue for some: time to 
cone, Our statesmen and economists must 

' recognize the drift of things and shape their 
measures accordingly. 

In old times when transportation and dis- 
tribution were difficult, city life had many 
disadvantages. People were packed into a 
contracted space, and epidemics were com- 
mon on account of the bad sanitary regula- 
tions. Now, it is altogether different. 

“With our cheap and rapid transit, cities 
have spread out with numerous suburbs, 
and the city man may ina few minutes be 
transported from his store or workshop to a 
cottage surrounded by all the accessories of 

country life. 
, As our cities grow the suburbs will con- 
tinue to multiply and expand. Under our 
ee it is not so much’ the building 
Ug of Citics alone asthe: blending of town 
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: and country. There is no danger that any 


of our large cities of the future will contain 
a densely packed population. Rapid transit 
makes it cheaperand more convenient for 
people to scatter their homes in the suburbs 
than to remain in the stifling atmosphere of 
the city proper. We are approaching the 
time when the town man will live in the 
country, and the countryman will live in 
the town. This should make things satis- 
factory all round. 


A Magnanimous Tribute. 

Some time ago an editorial in these col- 
umns contained the following statement: 
‘‘There is no more barbarism among the 
whites of the south today than there is 
among the whites of the north, and there is 
less crime of every form and shape.’’ 

This positive declaration attracted the at- 
tention of the Western Christian Advocate, 
and that paper, knowing General Brinker- 
hoff, of Ohio, to be a close student of crimi- 
nal statistics, referred the matter to him as 
the best authority. 

General Brinkerhoff's reply will doubtless 
astonish a good many northern people. He 
begins his letter to the Advocate by saying: 
‘*T agree with Tue ConstirutTion,”’ He 
then proceeds to say that the southern peo- 
ple are the most American of Americans, 
and hence are more free from the savagery 
of foreign immigration than the people of 
the north. They are a religious people, and 
in proportion to population, whether white 
or black, they have a much larger mempber- 
ship in Christian churches. Atheism, an- 
archism, socialism anda thousand and one 
other isms prevailing in the north are prac- 
tically unknown in the south. The volume 
of crime—at least of higher crimes—is less 
in the south than in the north, and, exclud- 
ing the colored people, there is no question 
that life, property and person are much safer 
in the south than inthe north, The num- 
ber of homicides in the south is probably 
greater than‘in the north; but these grow 
out of the old vendetta system which still 
prevails in sections, and if the duelle is 
ranked as a barbarism the south, of course, 
in this particular, would be ahead of the 
north. 

General Brinkerhoff says that he has 
known the southern people quite intimately 
before and since the war, and they have im- 
pressed him as a noble race. People who 
could fight for an idea as they did, although 
it was a wrong idea, have the stuff in them 
out of which regnant nations are made, In 
conclusion the general says: 

We of the north ought to be far enough away 
from the ;assions of the great struggle to be able 
to appreciate the splendid virtues of the southern 
people, and to be fairly charitable to their failings, 
which, to say the least, are not more numerous 
than ourown. Nowhere else in history has a mas- 
ter class dea!t so generously with its liberated 
slaves. Take for comparison Brazil, or eveu Rus- 
sia, where the serfs were white instead vf black, 
and it must bea cold heart that does not glow 
with admiration at the superiority of our southern 
brethren. is 

In short, lam glad to believe that the southern 
white peopte are as brave, as patriotic, as gener- 
ous, and as Christian, as any peop® upon the 
earth. They are worthy of our confidence, and in 
the solution of the negro problem, which hangs 
like a pall over the nation, we ought to meet them 
as brethren. If that question is to be settled sat- 
isfactorily, they must settie it in the main; for all 
we can do, after we have done our best, is simply 
to assist. We can co-operate, and we ought to do 
so tothe extent of our ability; but beyond that 
we ought not to go, and cannot go to any advant- 
age. 

This tribute from a northerner who 
fought us to the death speaks for itself. Par- 
tisan malice will not be able to answer it. 
But General Brinkerhoff is not the only 
northern man of position and influence who 
holds these views. All over the north there 


are thousands upon thousands of intelligent, 
fair-minded people who will endorse his opin- 
ions. In the course of time these patriotic 
Americans will make themselves heard and 
felt. They will make our course their own, 
and joinhands with us in securing for the 
southern states the full measure of their 
rights in the. union,

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ING THE AMERICAN PULSE. 


‘The Reasons Given Are the.Growth of Re- 
' poblican Sentiment in Spain—A #200,000,- 
000° Offer Would Be Considered. 


From the New York Press. 

WasuincTon, July 13.—Senors Hipolito 
Murua and Policarpo Munoz, constituting a 
special commission from the Spanish govern- 
ment, have visited Washington’ within the 
past few days. Their movements have been 
very mysterious. Tonight the Press correspon- 
dent discovered the mission of the strangers. 
It is a quasi-diplomatic one-~ to 
ascertain the feeling, both’ on: the part 
of® the’ government’ of the United 
States and of the Cuban residents here, as to 
the possible eventual annexation of the island 


of Cuba to the United States. During their’ 


stay in New York, whence they arrived last 
Monday, they thoroughly canvassed the views 
of the Spanish-American element in that city 
and found them almost unanimous in favor of 
annexation. 

Senor Munoz, in conversation with your cor- 
respondent, said: ‘Prior to our departure 
from Spain we were fully aware of the change 
in the Spanish cabinet; and now that Senor 
Canovas de Castilla has assumed the office of 
prime minister we may fully expect an almost 
complete and formal recognition of the repub- 
lican element in Spain. The republicans 
here, or those who favor the overthrow of the 

onarchical rulé, are almost universally in 
favor of disposing of the island of Cuba to the 
United States.” 

‘*W hat'price is set wpon the island ?’’ 

‘‘That I am not prepared to say,as our ne- 
gotiations have not yet-reached that climax,”’ 
was the reply. 

“And do you think that $100,000,000 would 
reach the limit ?’’ 

“Oh, no; not by any means,”’ 

“How: about $200,000,000?’’ 

‘‘T am almost positive that Spain would give 
this offer a very serious consideration. You 
see, the feeling. which pervades the present 
Spanish government is a conciliatory one, It 
tends toward establishing perpetual peace 
with all nations: The object Spain has in 
ascertaining the disposition on the part of the 
United States to acquire Cuba is that it sees a 
way to relieve its overburdened finances, set- 
tle its international disputes and place it more 
on a par with other European nations.”’ 

“What immediate effect on Spain would the 
cession of Cuba produce ?”’ 

‘‘None in the very immediate future. But, 
with the money that can be immediately. ob- 
tained from the sale, Spain would be placed in 
a position to secure a long projected alliance 
with France and the eventual absorption’ of 
Portugal and her manifold colonial. interests. 
The project, no doubt, may seeny to many a 
hairbrained one, but among the republicans 
of Portugal and Spain it has long been cher- 
ished. Youn may take my word forit that the 
present cabimet of spain is only the initiative 
of a thoroughly decisive republican movement 
in that country which is to take place in Sep- 
temberor October. You must not think. that 
I am Uisloyal to my country in disclosing these 
matters, which must be made public sooner or 
later; but the truth of the matter is that when 
the republican movement has come there will 
be little, very little, if any, opposition to it on 
the part of the monarchs. The queen regont 
of Spain is fully aware of the proposed move- 
ment, and from her, as well as from the royal 
household, only a passive resistance may be 
expected.” :

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Striking Growth of Southern Cities. 
From the New York Herald. 

One of the most encouraging, as it is one of the 
most surprising results of the census returns, is 
the growth of southern cities. 

We are prepared ‘for surprises from the west. 
That is anew and rapidly growing section, Immi- 
gration froma abroad and from other parts of the 
country has contributed steadily and liberally to 
the swelling of its population. 

Butin the south we have not looked for any 
exceptional or striking advances in urban popu- 
lation. Such, however, are now disclosed by the 
returns—increases which far surpass those of 
many flourishing northern. and even western 
towns. 

St. Louis; whose population increased from 
three hundred and ten thousand in 1870 to three 
hundred ands thirty thousand in 1890, now shows 
more than four hundred and forty-eight thousand, 
an increase of twenty-eight percent. Louisville 
has grown from a hundred and twenty-three toa 
hundred and eighty thousand; Memphis from 
thirty-three t> seventy-five thousand; Nashville 
from forty-three to seventy-two; Atlanta from 
thirty-seven to sixty-five; Savannah from thirty 
to forty-three; Dallas from ten to thirty-nine; 
Galveston from twenty-two to thirty-five, 

In the census of 1880 Chattanooga is credited 
with a population of less than thirteen thousand ; 
it now. has, with suburbs, forty-five thousand. 
Birmingbam, Ala., then had three thousand; it 
now has twenty-seven thousand, or, including 
suburbe, fifty-five thousand. Fort Worth, Tex., 
has risen from six to thirty-one thousand, an in- 
crease of three hundred and sixty-five per cent. 

Such evidences of southern progress are mat- 
ters for national congratulation. We trust that 
the full census returns will showa degree of in- 
dustrial and commercial prosperity in the south 
that will surprise the country.

GENEKAL FREMONT’S CAREER. 


Explorer, Politician and Soldier—A Life of 
Great Deeds. 

An end is brought at last to the serene and 
peaceful old age in which General Fremont, 
outliving so many of the men who made his- 
tory with him in the crowded years between 
1840 and 1870, remained as a link between the 
courage and vitality of the present and the 
courage and vitality of the past. Forty years 
ago the name of the Pathfinder of the Ameri- 
can continent was as familiar as Stanley’s is 
today, and it iseven better as a daring, 
hardy and determined cxplorer than as a 
general and politician that his memory will be 
honored. John Charles Fremont was born of 
French parentage in Savannah, on January 21 
1813. is boyhood was rather turbulent, and 
his earlier attempts to settle down in a profes- 
sion unsatisfactory. After acting successively 
as tutor in a private family, professor of math- 
ematics on the United States frigate Indepen- 
dence, and engineer on surveys in the southern 
states, he accompanied Nicollet’s expedition 
in its explorations between the Missouri and 
the British line. While thus engaged, he 
received, in 1838; a commission as a second 
lieutenant in the corps. of topographical en- 
gineers. While in Washington, in 1840, en- 
gaged in preparing a report of these expedi- 
tions he met and became engaged to Miss 
Jessie Benton, the daughter of Senator 
Benton, and this lady, then only sixteen, 
he secretly married in 1841. In’ 1842 he 
started wpon the famous ‘“‘first expedition’ 
to the Wind River mountains, aseending 
Fremont’s peak, now know. as Pike’s peak, 
on August 15th. On his return to Washing- 
ton the report of his expedition was laid be- 
fore congress, which brevetted him first 
lieutenant. The report attracted great at- 
tention, both at home and abroad, and 
young Fremont had the honor of high com- 
pliments from Humboldt. 


His second expedition, to explore the th?n 
unknown region between the Rockies and the 
Pacifie, was at once projected and he began 
his journey m May, 1843. He investigated the 
Great. Salt Lake, visited Utah, the region of 
the lower Columbia and crossed the Sierra Ne- 
vada withouta guide. He returned to Kansas 
in 1844, and after preparing his reports, was 
brevetted ‘captain in 1545 and sent out’ on his 
third: expedition; to explore the great 
basin’ and the maritime region of Oregon 
and California. This’ was. the most. event- 
ful of all his journeys. Threatened at Mon- 
terey by the Mexican governor for his refusal 
to leave California, Fremont withdrew in safety 
into Oregon, but meeting in 1846 dispatches 
directing him to watch over the interests of the 
United States in California; there being rea- 
son to apprehend that that province would be 
transferred to Great Britain, he promptly re- 
traced his steps. The American settlers 
whom the Mexican governor was threat- 
ening to destroy, fiocked to Fremont’s 
camp, andin a month all northern California 
was frees On July 4, 1869, Fromont was 
elected its governor. In conjunction . with 
Commodore Stockton he undertook to reduce 
the entire state, but the Mexican war inter- 
vened, and at its close the territory was ceded 
to the United States by Mexico. Shortly after- 
ward disputes arose between’ him, Stockton 
and General Kearney as tp the governorship of 
the new territory, which termmnated in the 
courtmartialing of Fremont in Washington in 
1847-48. 

The findings were adverse to Fremont, w! 0 
refused to accept President Polk’s pardon, and 
resigned from the service. Two more 
expeditions were conducted by him at lis own 
expense, and in 1849 he settled in California, 
from which state he was returned a_ senator 
in that year. During the short term he failed 
of re-election in 185]. 

In 1853 he set out on a fifth expedition 
across the’ continent and in 1855, he then 
residing in New York, he began to be 
mentioved as an anti-slavery candidate for 
the presidency. The republican convention 
nominated him at Philadelphia on June 
17, 1856, and the famous ‘‘Free . Soil’’ cam- 
paigu followed, which resulted in the election 
of Buchanan. In 1858 Fremont returned to 
Caliafurnia, and in 1860 visited Europe. Soon 
after the outbreak of the civil war he was 
made a major general and put in command of 
the western distrc’. His famous emancipa- 
tion order, freeing the siaves of these. who 
were in arims againsi the United States in his 
district, was issued on August 31, 1861, and 
prompily annulled by the president. On No- 
vember 2d, he was -relieved from. his com- 
mand, and though three months later ap- 
pointed to the command of the ‘mountain dis- 
trict of Virginia, he declined in the following 
summer to serve under Pope, whom he ranked, 
and sent in his résiguation. His chief service 
in his military career was his adyocacy of the 
gunboat system. 

The differences between himself and Presi- 
dent Lincoln were sufficient for him to accept 
the Cleveland nomination in 1864, but on 
finding that his opposition to Lincoln must 
result in the election of McClellan, he with- 
drew in September. 

He did not again take partin public affairs. 
Froim the close of the war until 1873 he was 
agg | engaged in promoting and building 
up railways on the: Pacifie coast. In 1870, 
President Hayes named him governor of Ari- 
zona, a position which he held for three years, 
then retiring to the care of his private busi- 
n°ss in New York. The final recognition of 
his services to the nation was paid him last 
spring by congress in placing him on the re- 
tired list of the army, with the rank and pay 
0! major general. 

In person Fremont was tall, straight as an 
a@’row and of remarkable presence. His con- 
stitution, naturally of iron, was toughened 
into steel by the hardships of the plains. He 
w.s an indefatigable worker all through his 
long and varied career. During his residence 
on Staten Island, in the later years of his life, 
he rose every morning at six o’clock, and at- 
tributed his fine preservation to his cutdoor 
life and abstemious habits. 

Besides Mrs. Fremont, who survives him, 
General Fremont leaves two sons, Jolin 
Charles, Jr., and Frank Preston Fromont, the 
elder son a lieutenant in the navy, and 
the youngerja lieutenant inthe army, and a 
daughter, Miss Lillian Fremont, who is said 
to possess many of the brilliant qualities which 
have rendered Mrs. Fremont distinguished.

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PERCENTAGE QUESTION 


TAKEN UP YESTERDAY BEFORE THE 
RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


A Number of Prominent Railroad People 
Present—A Number of Argu- 
ments Made. 


The railroad commission was kept busy 
yesterday hearing evidence and argument on 
the question of percentages. 

Amongst the prominent railroad people 
present were: President FE. P. Alexander, 
Traffic Manager W.F. Shellman, and Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Whitehead, of the Central ; 
Traffic Manager Edwin Fitzgerald and Gen- 
eral Freight Agent T. S. Davant, of the East 
‘Tennessee; Traftic Manager Sol Haas and 
Assistant General Freight Agent L. L. Me- 
Cleskey, of the Richmond and Danville; Traf- 
fic Manager C.D. Owens, General Freight 
Agent W. P. Hardee, and General Counsel 
§. T. Kingsberry for the Savannah, Florida 
and Western; General Freight Agent J. A. 
McDuttie, Auditor C. T. Morrell and C. P. 
Goodyear, attorney for the Brunswick and 
Western; General Freight and Passenger 
Agent Howard, of the Atlanta and Florida; 
General Freight Agent C. H. Cromwell, of the 
Atlanta and West Point; General 
Freight Agent A. N. Sloan, of 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus; 
General Manager J. W. Green and General 
Freight Agent E. R. Dorsey, of the Georgia 
road; General Freight Agent C. Jones, for the 
Georgia, Midland and Gulf; Traffic Manager 
A.C. Knapp, for the [Georgia Southern and 
Florida; General Freight Agent E. 8.

Traftic Manager Owens, Cofonel Kingsberry, 
Colonel Erwin and Colonel C. P. Goodyear 
spoke for the Plant system. 

This took up the entire forenoon. 

In the afternoon, the argument for the East 
Tennessee was heard. Traftic Manager Fitz- 
gerald made the strongest possible showing for 
his line. 

Traftic Manager Sol Haas spoke for the 
Richmond and Danville. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun, Mr. Alex King and Colo- 
nel P. L. Mynatt, railroad attorneysin Atlanta, 
argued against any reduction of the percent- 
ages. 

- The argument of the Georgia, Southern and 
Florida was submitted in writing. 

That ofthe Atlanta and Florida, also in 
writing, was submitted with a few remarks by 
General Freight and Passenger Agent How- 
ard. 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
Was represented by its attorney, Colonel 
Bracks, of Chattanooga. 

The argument for the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery was made by General 
Freight Agent Goodman. 

The testimony to be gone through is volum- 
inous, and it may be sometime before a de- 
cision is reached by the commission. 

Railroad Notes. 


The Georgia Pacific is now making a survey 
from Fort Payne, Ala., to the Tennessee river 
with a view of extending its line from Tallapoosa, 
Ga., through Wills valley and over Lookout and 
Sand mountains to the river. The contract for 
building a second track on the line between At- 
lanta and Peyton, Ga., seven miles, has been 
awarded to Birmingham contractors. The com- 
7 proposes to double track other portions of 
ts line in Georgia and Alabama. 


The survey of the Alabama, Georgia and Flor- 
ida has been completed from Cuthvert to Lump- 
kin, Ga. It is said that from the latter place the 
Survey will deflect towards the Chattahoochee 
rivor, striking the river a few miles above Jerni- 
gan and pursue almost a straight line from there 
to Birmingham and Bessemer, Ala. A branch 
road is projected from about Clark’s mill on the 
Hannahatcnie creek to Columbus, Ga., which will, 
itis said, be extended southward via Eufaula, 
Ala. From Cuthbert the road will go to Quincy 
or Tallahassee, Fla., via Bainbriage, Ga., and 
from thence proceed to deep water on the gulf 
coast. 

The arrangements have been completed and all 
the contracts have been let for the construction 
of the Atianta, Florida and Northern railroad. 
King & Hannan have the contract for the grading, 
A. R. Coulter & Co. have the contract for the 
bridge and trestle work and RK. R. & R. N. Stewart 
will furnish the crossties. About 3,500 tons of 
steel rails have been ordered from the Pennsyl- 
Vania Steel company, and it is expected that these 
will be delivered in August and that tracklaying 
Will begin carly in September. The road is to be 
completed by October ist. W. W. Campbell, of 
Albany, Ga., is chief engineer.

STEAMSHIP ASSOCIATION. 


THE 


The Belief is Pretty General That Its Last 


Days Are at Hand, Though it May 
Last Another Year. 


Tue ConsTITUTION’s announcement of the 
fact that the Southern Steamship association 
isin a very precarious condition was received 
with a great deal of interest yesterday. 

Its dissolution would be a matter of more or 
less concern to general business interests in its 
territory, and Atlanta is peculiarly identified 
with the association, being its headquar ‘ers. 

The matter was given out simply as a rumor, 
but it was very generally credited as true, and 
the result of the meeting on the 6th of August 
will be awaited with some popular solicitude. 

‘It would not surprise me, for one,’’ re- 
marked a prominent railroad official yesterday, 
‘‘if there should be a great deal back of that 
simple announcement that the agreement was 
continued, in order to give time _for another 
meeting. Itis, perhaps, as THe ConstTiru- 
TION puts it,a thirty days’ notice of the in- 
tended dissolution. 

“The story is a credible one, for many 
reasons. There was at one time a field of use- 
fulness for the association. When all these 
lines meeting in Atlanta were separate and 
independent systems, freely competitive, the 
association was needed to anbitrate and to 
reconcile conflicting interests. 

“But that day is past, and in a great meas- 
ure the association has outlived its usefulness. 
The Richmond and Danville—or properly, the 
Terminal—is the length and the breadth 
of the association. The Terminal, then, 
nearly supports a very expensive machinery, 
and to very little purpose. On the other hand, 
the outside roads—those not directly connected 
with the Terminal company—may hesitate 
about binding themselves to an agreement 
when a majority or controlling interest is 
almost solidified in mutual co-operation. 

“If the Terminal companies withdraw theré 
will be very little left to associate for. If the 
outside lines withdraw, the Terminal could 
have nointerestin maintaining the associa- 
tion to govern its affairs. 

“IT understand that the Western and At- 
lantic is pretty certain to withdraw. The 
Louisville and Nashville drew out of the asso- 
ciation some time ago, and now that they have 
control of the Western and Atlantic—or will 
have inside of six months—the withdrawal of 
that road is almost a foregone conclusion. 

“That is the disintegrating cause. If the 
Western and Atlantic won’t go in, why should

gouNT LANGOWSKI’S TALE OF TER- 
RIBLE SUFFERING IN SIBERIA. 


For Being Too Weak to Work, Eighty Blows 
With the Knout Were Given Him at 
One Time. 

In his narrative of the “Count of Monte 
Cristo”’ Alexander Dumas endeavors to estab- 


lish the proposition that those who have suf-. 


" fered most are capable of enjoying most. 

If that be true, Count Langowski, an em- 
ploye at Hudson’s clothing store, says the De- 
¢roit Free Press, has an enormous capacity for 
appreciating the good things. of life, though 
even his present straitened circuinstances do 
not permit an excessive induigence in them. - 

Count Langowski, as he would be entitled to 
be called in Poland, though preferring plain 

Frank Langowski, resides at No. 505 Fremont 
atrect, with his wife and two children. | 

Heis very short of stature, very thick set, 
gery white haired, though only fifty-four years 

‘old, and very cheerful in disposition ; notwith- 
standing his sufferings entitle him to be known 
as a man of many sorrows, 

He speaks eight languages, In one of which 
he detailed the thrilling story of his life—how 

for fourteen years he was a Russian political 
* prisoner in the wilds of Siberia hated, despised, 
beaten with stripes, starved and frozen. 

It was in 1863 thet the Poles rebelled against 
Russia, said he, in very fair English. I was 
then twenty-seven years old, single and lived 
with my father, Count Langowski, on a large 
farm near Warsaw. 

My father’s estate was large, and he was one 
of the leading noblemen of the state. 

The rebel general, Taczanowski, billeted 400 
of his troops Upon Us, aud although our fani- 
ily had in no wise participated in the revolt, 
to refuse levy meant expatriation. Therefore 
my father acquiesced. Against these S00 
troops Russia sent 3,700 men and sixty can- 
non. hs 

The battle was short and decisive, resulting 
in the killing and capturing of the whole 500. 
Six horses from our stables that had been 
pressed into service were killed and two of our 
men who were driving. The third man was 
whipped nearly to death after the capture and 
then bayoneted. 

I was taken prisoner, and soon set out with 
hundreds of others on our way to Siberia. 
Think of 2 journey of over three thousand 
miles on foot, requiring thirteen months, with 
heavy chains on each ankle and chained by 
¢he wrist to another in a gang of 100! 

That is the way we made the trip, most of 
the time the weather beiwg bitterly cold, with 
the meanest kind of clothing and only allowed 


always hungry, always cx 
from the galling chains; 

At last, after thirteeh months of misery, we 
arrived at wie al journey to encounter 
worse misery stit- was set to work in the 
quicksilver mines. 

Three months is as long as any human heing 

can stand it to work ig those mines. Many 
die in the mines and many soon after leaving 
them. The fumes of the mercury ret the 
bones, loosen the teeth and leave the man a 
total wreck. 
_ When I had partly regained my health after 
this experience, I, with others, was set to 
digging holesin the ground. The holes were 
not designed for any usc whatever, but were 
dug just to keep us at work, and it was while 
thus engaged that I received my first whip- 
ping. 

I was too Weak tosmooth the side of the 
he hole as nicely as the officer wanted it, and 
jimply told him so. 

For that I was taken to the whipping bench, 

Jaid on my face and fastened down bv three 
throngs, one of which was passed over the 
neck, one over the body and one over the legs, 
s0 arranged that a man cannot inake the least 
movement. I received eighty Jashes with the 
knout, and was two months and a half in the 
hospiial before I could leave my bed. 
_ These knouts are of stout leather, the points 
of the lashes being loaded with lead, and ‘a 
biow from them in the hands of a strong man 
is as bad as a stroke from a policeuzan’s club. 
I have seen men killed at the third stroke. 

After my first whipping I received another 
of 125 lashes for cailing a soldier a dog who 
had bavoneted a prisoner in cold blood. I 
was nearly killed, and it was almost a year be- 
fore I could resume work. 

The scenes of brutality to be witnessed on 
all sides were simply frightful. The killing 
of prisoners by the soldiers was terrible. They 
were under no restraint whatever, and the 
poor prisoners were killed for uttering the 
slightest word in protest against the most 
horrible murders. 

Ont of the 05,000 prisoners sent to Siberia by 
the Russian government at the end of the re- 
bellion, I don’t believe 5,000 ever got back 
home. And not one of them guilty of a crime, 
but simply prisoners of war. 

But if the fate of the men was hard, that of 
the woinen was infinitely more so. hey were 

‘whipped with stout gads instead of the knout 

—that is the only difference I was ever able to 
observe. 
_ They were whipped and poisened to death 
In the hospitals by hundreds, and every public 
indecency heaped upon them. Even their ef- 
forts at suicide were laughed at as a joke. 

I was six years a prisonerin chains and six 
years a prisoner under surveillance. At the 
end of six years I was obliged to support my- 
self, but was required to report daily to a cer- 
tain officer. 

I supported myself by. making cigarettes, 
and then after.thirtcen years was given a pass- 
port back to Po'and. A man cannot travel 
half a mile in Russiagwithout a passport. I 
begged my way from town to town, and when 
about half way back received some money from 
my sister. 

Un reaching home I found an order from the 
czar requiring me to quit Poland within twenty- 
four hours on pain of death. Ihad just time 
to marry the girl I was betrothed to and hur- 
ried away to Cracow, thence to Antwerp, 
Where a Polish friend assisted me to America. 

I have been here ten years, and although I 
am very poor, nothing on earth would induce 
me to leave American soil.

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THE NORTH CAROLINA GAMPAIGN. | 
A Running Review of the Races in the Con- 


gressional Districts. 

CuaniottTr, N. C., July 14.—[Special.]— 
Politics in North Carolina is like the boiling 
springs of the west, and is likely to boil over 
atany time. In foreshadowing the outlook it 
is hard to tell what a day or an hour may 
bring forth. 

While not an avowed aspirant, there is, 
perhaps, no sort of doubt about Solicitor 
Thomas Little, of Reidsville, looking with 
favor upon the republican nomination for 
congress. In the event of his uncle, Colonel 
David Little, running for congress upon the 
democratieticket, he would have kept “hands 
off’’ to some extent in this_campaign, but he 
now feels at liberty to aét as his political fancy 
nay suggest, as the democrats of this 
district have preferred Captain A. H. 
A. « Williams,«. of Granvilte  — connty, 
as their candidate. Thé deep séated 
hatred of young Little and his family for 
Congressman Lrower, the republican incum- 
bent, who has never neglected an opportunity 
of emphasizing his equally as pronounced en- 
mity for them in tha way of appointments 
etc., Will not leave any delicate scruples in 
the solicitor’s mind about accepting the con- 
gressional nomination, should it come to him 
at the hands of his party. He is a great favor- 
ite with the republicans, rank ‘and file, and he 
will have a strong support for the nomination. 
The name of the late Judge Little, his father, 
Was & tower of strength in the republican 
party of this state to the time of his death, 
and it cherishes for the son and namesako 
much of the old time affection. 

but young Little's popularity is not in- 
herited altogether. His many brilliant qual- 
ities of mind and person have made for hima 
host of friends, irrespective of political affitia- 
tions. Just out of a law school four years ago, 
and before his shiugle bad grown familiar in 
the town where he located, he was ealed by 
his party tolead what was then thought tobe a 
forlorn hope in the fight for the solicitorship of 
the ninth judicial district of the state. Raw 
and inexperienced himself, he was _ pitted 
against one of the most formidable men in the 
state for the, position, R. B. Glenn, of Wins- 
ton, an experienced and well équipped lawyer, 
an adroit politician and an able’ speaker 
and campaigner. Notwithstanding it is 
not custumary for a personal campaign to be 
made for a position of this nature, his oppo- 
nent challenged young Little to a joint can- 
vass, and was readily accepted, and a cam- 
paign was witnessed seareely less -memorable 
for its brilliancy than that of the elder Little in 
his contest with Vance for governor in 1876. 
Glenn and Little were splendid speakers, and 
in stump debates they were quick to’ make 
their points and totake every advantage offer- 
ed; two men were never better matched. The 
result of the election was that the democratic 
candidate went down in the general defeat of 
the party throughont the district. Little has 
served as solicitor very acceptably, winning 

olding opinions from the bar and the people. 
We is said to be the best criminal lawyer of 
his age in the state by competent authorities. 
case nothing comes of young Littlé’s con- 
gressional hopes, he will be a candidate for re- 
election as solicitor. Brower has rendered 
himself so unpopular with his party by his ap- 
pointment of postmasters, census takers and 
otherwise, ink through his objectionable votes 
on the Mills tariff bill and the notorious Dav- 
enport election bill that itis feared he cannot 
again carry the district. Should he be per- 
suaded to abandon the race, Little will in all 
probability step into his shoes. 

The fifth district has always been the most 
prominent one in the state. It has been the 
scene of many hard fought battles and political 
ups and downs.

Being a pivotal district upon 
which the tide of battle may tern, the admin- 
istration will spare no money or pains to main- 
tain the ground which has been held by that 
party for the last two terms. The demecrats 
have put_their best foot forward, and aroc on- 
fident of redeeming the district from re- 
publicanism next November. They have 
nonvinated their strongest man, Cap- 
tain A. H. A. Williams, better known 
as Baldy Williams, an active, experienced and 
aggressive party tactician, who will hold the 
Farmers’ alliance vote, and, in all probability, 
will mass nearly the full strength of his party, 
the democrats are sadder but wiser over their 
defeats in former years and say they intend to 
profit by their mistakes. They believein their 
man and are jabilant over the prospects of 
success. If Little should be the young Rich- 
mond in the field to cross fire with Captain 
Williams, one of the most vigorous campaigns 
in years will be waged. Littleis about twenty- 
five years old, and is as handsome as Adonis, 
If elected, he would be one of the youngest 
representatives ever in congress.

Simmons, J.—1. Whether proper notice has 
been given before the introduction.of a local 
or special hill, is for decision by the legisla- 
ture, and where an actis attacked as uncon- 
stitutional for want of such notice, evidence in 
regard thereto outside of the journals of that 
body, will not bé received by the courts. Code, 
§§5075, 193 (a); Cooley Con. Lim. 163, *135. 

2. The act approved October 16th, 1889, con- 
ferring upoh the mayor and council of the 
city of Athens power “‘to construct, pave and 
otherwise improve sidewalks in said city, and 
to assess and collect the cost thereof out of the 
real estate abutting on the sidewalk so con- 
structed, paved or otherwise improved,”’ is not 
in violation of the constitutional requirement 
that taxation shall be ad valorem and uniform, 
such assessments not being taxation within 
the meaning of the constitution.

assessed, so far as necegsary to be passed upon, 
2s well as the necessity or reasonableness of 
the improvement, being for the determination 
cf the legislature, is concluded by the act 
authorizing the assessment, and will not be in- 
quired into by the courts unless in ex- 
traordinary cases presenting a manifest 
abuse of legislative authority. Such as- 
sessments not being an exercise of the 
right of eminent domain, do not fall within 
the constitutional ge eae that private 
property shall not be taken or damaged for 
public purposes without just and adequate 
compensation being first paid.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


"The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, July 15.—The faith of the bulls in 
the power to revivify almost moribund specula- 
tion was shown again in the firm to the strong 
front presented by the stock merchants this morn- 
fing, but a conservative spirit cropped out in the 
dullness which continued without a break through- 
out the day, as the effect of the fear of further 
gold shipments this week.
